UNIQUE PAPYRUS DOCUMENT 

First Aboriginal Decree of a Roman 
Governor Ev»r Found 
Fayum, Egypt. 

A unique papyrus document has Just 
comn Into the possession of the Ber- 
lin museum, which already owns one 
of the finest collection of papyri In the 
world. It was unearthed at Fayum, 
Egypt, and Is distinct from the papyri 
found there In that it Ib an original de- 
cree of the Roman governor of the 
Egyptian provinces, whereas all the 
other documents found there, though 
highly Interesting, are mere copies of 
the originals. 

According to the official description 
It Is a letter dated December 27. 209 
A. D, from the Governor Subatlanus 
Aqulla, who hnd nn eril reputation as 
a persecutor of the Christians, to 
Theon. the administrator of the Ar- 
sinnean region (now Fayum), to the 
effect, after the usual formal greet 
trigs, that "Niger, the son of Papl- 
rlus, sentenced by Claudius Julianas— 
vlr perfectlsKlniUR — to five years penal 
servitude In the stone quarries is to be 
released, his sentence having expired. 
In the eighteenth year of the Emper- 
ors Lucius Septimus Severus, Pertinax 
the Oreat and Marcus Aurellus Anto- 
nlus, this first day of the month Tybi. 

Penal servitude Is the Nttmldtal 
quarries was reckoned after the death 
sentence. It was Inflicted for rofcbery 
of temples, wilful firing of crc 
lng secret philters and betrayal of

American Worker la Capitaliat of La- 
bor World— Averages $1.85 
a Day. 



A laborer must e 
port himself and his family; there- 
fore, a closely accurate Idea of the liv- 
ing expenses In various countries can 
he gained from a knowledge of the av- 
erage wages paid a laborer In each. 

The American laborer Is the capital- 
ist of the labor world, receiving in the 
I'nlted States an average of one dol- 
lar and eighty-five cents a day. The 
next highest average Is found In Aus- 
tralia, where one dollar and sixty 
cents is paid In Canada and the 
provinces a dollar and ten cents la 
the average Only in these countries 
does the average wage amount to a 
dollar a day. 

Brazil and Chile each average eighty 
cents a day. In Oreat Britain and 
Ireland It Is seventy cents; In France 
and Central Kurope, slxtyiflve cents; 
In Germany, fifty-five cents; and lr 
Austria-Hungary, forty cents. The la- 
borers of Spain and Portugal earn on- 
ly thirty-five cents a day, while those 
of Italy and Malta must be content 
with twenty-five cents In the Chi- 
nese Empire the average Is twenty 
cents, and In .lapan It Is lowest of all, 
only fifteen cents a day. 

Logically, one should be able to live 

l well In Italy on an Income of four 
hundred dollars a year as In the 
I nlted States on twenty-eight hundred 
dollars, and If a man in Japan should 
receive the American wage, he should 
be pf.le to get along as well as the 
American whose annual Income Is five 
thousand dollars.

correspondents. These rules are jint 
ns nr.pl icstile to The Breckenridge News 
at the West Virginia newspaper. We 
would advisa our correspondents to clip 
them out and pieserve them (or your 
fnture guidance. 

The roles follow ic part: 

Virst of all, the News is a newspaper 
designed to give the news of the neigh- 
borhood, county, State and nation, and 
no effort sbuuM be ma e to mtke it the 
purveyor of mere gossip or the instru- 
ment of personal revenge. In dissemin- 
ating the news it muBt be reliable and 
impartial to the utmost degree. Once 
in a great while someone who has h 
grudge against a neighbor, writesa letter 
to the News in which a sly thrust is 
maSe at the person he or she doesn't 
like. Sometimes it is cleverly disguised 
and the editors are unable to detect. 
This should never be done, and it 
earnestly hoped that no correspondent 
♦or occasional contribntor will to abute 
onr trust. Personal feeling sbonld never 
dictate in giving news. Never overlook 
the comings and goings of neighbors 
whom you may not lika. Give all the 
news of all the people, whether yon lik -• 
them or not. 

Avoid as much as possible chroni- 
cling the calls made by one neighbor 
upon another who live on adjoining 
farms. There is little news valne in 
■nch items. 

' Do not note the calls made by the 
beaux on the belles of the neighbor- 
hood 

Do not forecast mariiages unless 
absolutely certaiu, but report them after 
they occur. 

In giving the news of a birth, say: a 
son (or daughter) was born to Mr. and 
Mrs. So and So on such-and-such a day 
of the week, month and year. Leave

Give all marriages and particulars of 
weddings.

Report everything of a news character. 
Leave nothing out which has news val- 
ue or which will interest readers. 

Report large crops and crop prospects. 

Report any unusual business activity. 

Report social event*, parties, etc., 
and give names of those invited or at- 
tending. 

Report all religious events which are 
to lake place, giving names of those 
connected with them.

Messages Exchanged Between Govern, 
ore, Mayor* and Other Officials of 
Operating States and Cities — 
Civic Organizations Join In. 

Louisville, Ky.— Marked by the e» 
change of greetings between prom- 
inent state and city officials and the 
heads of rsriresentative c i v i c bodies, 
the telepost syBtem of automatic 
telegraphy was formally opened thia 
week between Louisville and Indian- 
npolis. 

The corriiall'y of the welcome ex- 
tended to this newest marvel in the 
evolution of telegraphy, with Its 2,000 
words a minute service, recalled to 
many of the older residents of the city 
the feeling of elation which attended 
the introduction of the Morse system 
to l-ouisville 52 years ago. Among 
those who attended the ceremonies at 
the headquarters of the automatic sys- 
tem at No. ;t:!8 West Main street were 
two old men who were present when 
the first telegraph message was Mash- 
ed trom Louisville by the hand-op- 
erated system of Professor Morse. 
As they saw one automatic message 
after another rolled oft the receiving 
machines on tapes, at lightning speed, 
the dramatic spectacle visibly affected 
them. Marvelous as was the original 
telegraph, with Its sending capacity 
of 25 words a minute, the speed of thla 
ingenious device for transmitting Intel- 
ligence between distant points in- 
spired them with a strange feeling. 

At the same time that the Telepost 
messages Were being dispatched and 
received, the Independent Telephone 
Co. was using the same wire for con- 
versation between subscribers. . The 
ability of the automatic system to uso 
a telephone wire simultaneously with 
the telephone company while persons 
are talking over It, without one conflict-

The first message sent over the wire 
was one from the newspapers of 1-ouls 
ville to the editors of newspapers In 
Indianapolis, Terre Haute, Chicago, 
Springfield, 111., St. Louis and Sedalla, 
Mc, and other cities in which the sys- 
tem has been commercially operating 
for the last year and a half. The 
newspapers of the country will be 
of (he largest beneficiaries by this sys- 
tem, which will give them a much 
more extended service for the same 
money their telegraph news now costs 
them, or the same service for a frac- 
tion of the money they now pay for 
the service of the hand operated sys- 
tem. Following the greeting from 
the editors were messages from state 
officials to state officials of Indiana 
and Missouri and from the mayor of 
LoulBville to the mayors in all of tho 
operating cities. Then came messages 
between representative business men 
and the commercial organisations of 
Louisville to similar organizations in 
cities reached by Telepost, felicitating 
than upon the establishment of this 
new bond of fellowship between them. 

The Telepost is ihe system by means 
of which Professor Roymn Hitchcock, 
former curator of the department of 
science and industries of the Smith- 
sonian institute, testifying recently 
before a special committee of the New 
York legislature, said Peary's 8,000- 
word story of the discovery of the 
north pole could have been sent from 
Pattle Harbor to the New York Time* 
In ten minutes had it been in opera- 
tion at that ilme as far north. It 
took 20 skilled operators three days 
to send It by hand. Automatic mes- 
sages are prepared on a perforating 
machine. These machines have a rcg 
ulation typewriter keyboard, but In- 
etead ot printing the message in Ro- 
man letters the keys punch a series of 
circular perforations In a tape. When 
these are subjected to electrical con- 
tact In the Telepost sending apparatus 
they automatically create the dote and 
dashes flashed over the wires to the 
receiving end. The pulling of a lever 
sends a message on Its way. On thf» 
receiving end the message is automat- 
ically recorded in dots and dashes on 
a chemically prepared tape. 

Like 1 nele Sam's postage, Telenost 
rates are the same to all sections ot 
the country making a special of that 
forms of telegrams. 

The first Is a 50-word letter sent over 
the wire at any hour of the day or 
night for 25 cents, with the same ce- 
lerity as an ordinary telegram and 
delivered by mail instead of by mes- 
senger. The setumd is • 10-word mes- 
sage, sent uver use wire In the regular 
wav. for 10 c»tM, transcribed on a 
postal card at the receiving end and 
delivered by mall. The Teletape— I Oil 
words for 2R cents— Is Intended largely 
for large business houses. When tbe 
message reaches the receiving end the 
recording tape is placed in an env* 
lope, without any employe of the c om- 
pany reading It. and hurried to the per- 
son for whom it to Intended for Iran*

Princeton Man Drinks On Train 
And Is Fined

Mayfield. Ky., Aug. 
person arrested and fined for taking • 
drink of intoxicant* on a passenger 
train since the nsw law went Into effect 
several weeks ago was Herbert Will- 
iams of Princeton. He was enroute 
on a passenger train from Paducah to 
Cairo. Becoming "thirsty" he pulled 
out a bottle and took a drink. No soon- 
er was it done than he was arrested by 
the conductor and turned over to the 
Mayfield policeman when the train re- 
ached here. He pleaded guilty before 
the County Judge, Monroe and was 
lined $10 and costs. 

Following is the law in full: 
Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Kentuck • 

Sec. 1. That any person who shall 
or upon any railroad locomotive, pas- 
senger coach, interuban car, street car 

used for the transportation of passen- 
gers, or in or upon any common carrier 
In or about any depot station, ticket 
office, waiting room or platform, drink 
any intoxicating liquor of any kind: or 
if any person shall be drunk or disorder- 
ly in or upon any railroad passenger 
ich, interurban car, ttreet railway, 
in or upon any vehicle commonly 
:d for transportation of passengers 
n any or upon any common can iers, 
n or about any railroad depot, stat-
